No Oratory on Bill. 

Every industry directly concerned 
with the cotton crop is sending dele- 
gates, while experts from the federal 
department of agriculture and state 
departments of agriculture are en 
route here. Then, too, cotton growers 
from all parts of the south who have 
had any success in combating the 
pest have been invited to explain their 
methods. It isto a conference 
with no oratory but brim full of talk 
of the cotton fields, where the weevii 
bids fair to reign supreme, and of the 
laboratory where chemists are devot- 
ing all their energies to devising ways 
and means of eradicating him.

Findings of Committee. 

In summing up its findings, the 
committee of the City club states bat 
it stands for a more eyuitable distri- 
bution of taxes so as to piace upon 
every class of citizen and every class 
of property a just proportion of sup- 
port of state government; for a sub- 
stantial increase in state revenue 60 
as to provide more liberally for main- 
tenance and expansion of all state in- 
stitutions; and for the fullest devel- 
opment of the state in keeping with 
the policies and practices of the most 
progressive states’ of the union. 

This brief on Georgia taxation was 
drawn up by the club’s commuittee on 
state taxation, composed of Walter 
Mc¥Elreath, chairman ; William 
Burckel, Joel Hunter, C. W. Me- 
Clure, C. D. McKinney and ©, E. 
Robertson. It was approved by the 
board of governors of the club on Oc- 
tober 19, at a special meeting. 

Stating that these observations are 
based on carefully compiled facts, al- 
though differing radically from many 
statements made on the tax subject 
ia the past, the report goes into de- 
tail as to present sources of state 
revenue and division of the burden 


iamong different sections of the state, 
'and different classes of citizens. 


Do Not Meet Expenses. 

It is pointed out that in 117 coun- 
ties total taxes paid to the state 
were insufficient in 1922 by $8069,- 
000 to meet expenditurés by the state 
in these counties for schvols and pen- 
sions. Pointing out that this fact 
eortradicts the statement, frequently 
made, that rural counties carry the 
burden of the state’s operation, it is 
admitted, however, that this impres- 
sion might easily arise in th. mind 
of. the average taxpayer, due to the 
fact that he pays his state and county 
taxes at the same time, without know- 
ing definitely what portion goes to 
the state. In the aggregate, it 18 
pceinted out. the counties paid to the 
state $6,127,000, while the total of 
county expense amounted to $12,- 
672,000. 

Forty-three counties paid $1,767,- 
800 more to the state than was spent 
by the state in these counties for 
schools and pensions. ‘This indicates, 
it ig pointed out, that the expense of 
state government is n>t borne by the 
tem city counties alone, although each 
of these ten city counties paid a 
substantial surplus ‘nto the treasury. 

There is no-indicaticn, the report 
continues, that Fulton county pays 
more to the state than its property 
values full justify, or that its prop- 
erty, taken as a whole, is assessed 
at a higher percentage of value than 
obtained in many other counties, 

Rates of Taxation. 

Commenting on, the county rates of 
taxation, the following inieresting 
facts are noted: 

The average county rate is 14 mills. 

The rate in 70 counties is above the 
average. 

The rate in 90 counties is below the 
average. 

The rate in 12 counties is below 
19 mills. 

Muscogee county pays the highest 
per capita—$4.59—to the state. Ful- 
ton county’s per capita to the state is 
$4.45. The average yer capita tu the 
state from rural counties ig less than 
$2.00.

“With the exception of excessive 
county expense incident to the num- 
ber of county units, there is no evi- 
dence to indicate that Georgia could 
fave any appreciable amount, pro- 
viding work specified is efficiently 
aone, by abolition of any departments, 
boards or commissions. 

“For funds expended by the state 
for schools, charitable institutions 
and public works, there is no ques- 
tion but that Georgia gets more for 
every dollar expended than any other 
state whose figures we have scruti- 
nized. We know of no other school 
in the world* that is training more 
than 3,000 engineers on an dllow- 
ance of $112.500 per year. We know 
of no other institution similar to the 
Milledgeville sanitarium which is sup- 
porting approximately 5,000 inmates 
on 65¢ per day per capita for food, 
clothing, medical attention and hous- 
ing.” 

County Burdens. 

Pointing out that a large part of 
tax burden which citizens of Georgia 
have to bear is that of county taxes, 
the report declures that there are far 
too many counties in Georgia. The 
average county in 26 other states 
cited is about twice the size, both in 
population and area, of the average 
Georgia county, and this results, the 
report says, in the average Georgia 
citizen paying $1.75 for county gov- 
erument, where the average citizen of 
other states pay $1.00. 

Stating that this situation can 
only be changed by reducing the nuui- 
ber of counties, the report calls at- 
iention to a proposed constitutiona! 
amendment introduced during’ the 
last legislative session which  pro- 
vides a means for’ bringing this 
about. 

In concluding, the report charges 
that the present tax system is in- 
equitable, in that there are a large 
number of citizens of very substantial 
income, who own no property and 
pay no taxes. Every adult, it states, 
should be required to pay some tax. 

The present gad valorem system 
cannot be made a success as & prima- 
ry source of revenue for the staie, 
because of gross inequalities and in- 
consistencies, ample proof of. which 
is found in tax reports’for the state, 
it is charged. 

Placing itself on record as favor- 
ing tax reform fe Georgia, the re- 
port declares a state budget system 
a state auditor and final stabilization 
of fiscal affairs in the state, are vital- 
ly necessary. 

While advancing arguments in favor 
of abandoning the ad valorum tax en- 
tirely as a revenue source for state 
purposes, the report urges, if such 
complete abandonment is felt ifadvis- 
able at the present time, that it be 
used only as a means of meeting de- 
ficiencies in revenue by other methods,

income,

GOING TO PIECES. 


Cable dispatches from Berlin, and 
from Dusseldorf, Aix la Chapelle, 
Mayence, Duren and other points in 
the German buffer territory be- 
tween the Rhine river and the 
French and Belgian frontiers, indi- 
cate that the revolutionists are 
sweeping that country in their drive 
for a separate, or Rhineland repub- 
lic; and dispatches from the Saxon 
and Bavarian territories. indicate 
also that the central government Is 


being struck telling blows from all 
sides, with strong indications of a 
géneral disintegration of the various 
old pre-Bismarck governmental units 
that were consolidated by that pow- 
erful figure after the French surren- 
der at Sedan. 

In a statement at Louisville Mon- 
day, following the dispatches that 
the separatists had formed a new 
republic at Aix la Chapelle, Lloyd 
George unhesitatingly said that it 
looked as if France was behind th« 
movement, and that French money 
was paying for the separatists’ 
activities. 

Whether or not this be true, 
France would undoubtedly be easier 
and would be more strategically lo- 
cated if there were a bumper repub- 
lic resting between her border and 
the central of Ger- 
many’s border along the east side 
of the Rhine, 

At any rate the separation move- 
ment seems to have gained such 
headway that Chancellor Strese- 
mann may be unable to hold Ger- 
many together, even if the separat- 
ists succeed in the firm establish- 
ment of the Rhineland republic. 

Von Kahr, the Bavarian dictator, 
is in open revolt against the Ber- 
lin government, and while there are 
strong elements in Bavaria that are 
fearful of separatism and the sub- 
stitution of Bavarian politics for 
Prussian domination, the dispatches 
indicate that the revolutionists are 
supremé in number, and that among 
them are many of the leading demo- 
crats who are more in revolt against 
the socialism of President Ebert than

mutual relations that all cities and 
localities of Georgia must entertain 
for each other. 3 

This improved situation will no 
doubt bring about a new spirit of 
cooperation in securing for Georgia 
a state-owned port and terminal sys- 
tem for the orderly and profitable 
marketing of Georgia production. 
It is one of the most compelling 
appeals before the people of Geor- 
gia today, but the rivalry between 
Savannah and Brunswick has oper- 
ated to its defeat. 

It matters not where such a sys- 
tem should be located, just so it 
could be properly and economically 
reached by ocean-going ships, and 
adequately fed by rail facilities. The 
first purpose should be the author- 
ity for the state to make such an 
advanced and progressive step.

Varicose dilated veins in any sit- 
uation are at first simply distended 


veins, Lut after prolonged vve 

sien the veins becoine per 
swolien, dilated, thickened, elongatec 
and tortuous. They occur most com: 
monly in the lower extremities. Hew- 
orrhoids (piles) are varicose vetus. 
Varicocele consists of a small bureb 
of varicose veins. 

Many factors contribute toward 
overdistension of the veins and must 
be considered causes of varicosity 
The factors ordinarily proposed by the 
patient or friends, being much on the 
feet and strain. or hard work, ‘really 
have little to do with varicose veins. 
Such presumptive causes are like 
“overwcrk” and “nervous rreakdown,” 
good eLough as alibis orto prevent un- 
pleasant discussion, not tu be taken 
seriously when we are considering hy- 
biene oi prevention. 

The general causes of varicose en- 
largement of the veins are. 

1. Neglect uf physical training. 

® Men's uvright posture and path- 
ological dignity.

. Clothing which constricts the 
body or the limbs.

General flabbiness of muscle tissve 
and the elasticity common among 
adults who do not get sufficient daily 
exercise to maintain bodily vigor rnre- 
dispose to overdistension and dilation 
of the veins, for the pressure of vigor- 
ous, active muscles upon the veins i& 
an important factor in maintaining 
good circulation. 

We've adopted a mcre or less upright 
posture, and it is too late i» change it 
now, but we needn't be so stiff abont 
it. We can unbend two or three times 
aday ifeven for just a few seconds, 
A string of somersaults, a bead stand, 
or just Hie down and rol! lke a colt. 
It sems foolish to one with a boiled 
shirt ternperament, tut at that it is 
infinitely better than psychological! 
pills. Persons too cid and enfeelled 
to attempt these stunts may le down 
for a few moments several] times a 
day, with the legs resting on an ‘a- 
clined }.Jane against a wall, to drain 
the Jistended veins. 

The habit of slouchy posture is al- 
most wniversal among people whose 
phys:enl edueation has been neglecte:i. 
The habit begins in eirly school life. 
The debutante slouch, so popular just 
now, is in part the sorry eyidence of a 
neglecred education. 

If any part or kind of education 
should be compulsory for boys and 
girls, it is physical training. In al- 
most any group of schocl childre. 
from 10 to 15 years of aye, the mna- 
jority will show fauits of posture, if 
not uctual deformities, due to neglert 
of this branch of education. Only a 
minority of these children know or 
have ever been taught how to assuma 
un erect posture. 

Wa'king is less deleterions than, 
standing for one with varicose veins. 
The pressure of muscles upon the 
veins, during a walk, aids the cirev's- 
tion.

Gey in an interview with Leo Deck- 
ers, local manufacturer and leader of 
the dramatic repubiican coup here. 

“We wish to found an independent 
state completely separated from HBer- 
lin,’ Deckers declared. “In economic 
affairs our state can turn toward 
Helland, Belgium, France and Lux- 
emburg rather than to the German 
state.”’ 

“We expect difficulties, especially 
in the British zone, os the authorities 
of the army of occupation there are 
Lot impartial. 


“But the 15,000,000 inhabitants of 
the Rhineland will break any resist- 
ance. Although Josef Smeets, Dr. 
Dorten and Josef Matthes did not 
participate in launching the move- 
ment, we have decided to collaborate 
witb them, 

To Pay Reparations. 


“We shall carry out the repara- 
tions agreement and ‘the stipmlations 
of the treaty of Versailles. Repzara- 
tions payments from the. Rhineland 
republic would be based proportion- 
ately on population as well as on the 
importance of the territory, but we 
hope that the allies will ease tueir 
terms in exchange for the positive se- 
curity they may now enjoy.” 

Deckers said the republic desired 
to have an internationai status simi- 
lar to that of Belgium, with its neu- 
trality guaranteed by che jwwers.

BAVARIA KEEPS 
BERLIN ON DEFENSIVE. 

Berlin, October 22.—(By The As- 
sociated Press.) —With Dr. von Kahr, 
the military dictator, and General von 
Lossow, commander-in-chief, of the 
Bavarian reichswehr, completely mas- 
ters of the situation in Bavaria, the 
German government for the moment 
has been forced by the Munich in- 
surgents on the defensive. Its only 
temporary recourse has been an ap- 
peal to the nation and an indictment 
of Bavaria on the ground that Ba- 
varia is violating paragraph 48 of the 
republican constitution. 

Political leaders confidentially ex- 
press the opinion that German author- 
ities bave lost out in the juridical con- 
test with the Munich autocrats in 
that the latter have so well defended 
their contention that the whole issue 
will now be referred to the federal 
council for interpretation. 

This will take place as a special 
executive session next Wednesday and 
the outcome of the debate, involving 
an interpretation of the Weimar con- 
stitution, may be predicted as presag- 
ing a further victory for Bavaria; in 
that her delegates will present her 
case and in all probability will decline 
to have her version disputed. 

Berlin Uses Words. 

The Berlin government issued a 
communique late tonight taking issue 
with Dr. vyon-Kakr on his construc- 
tion of paragraph 48 of the constitu- 
tion. In the present situation it has 
no other weapons or methods of ob- 
taining redress, its authority within 
the borders of Bavaria being wholly 
superseded by that’ state’s political 
and military dictatorship. 

General von Lossow’s conduct is 
branded in even the conservative or- 


|gans as extraordinary and a complete 


contradiction. of the traditions of the 
German army. “Such eonduct would 
not be tolerated for a single moment 
in any other army in the world,” says 
the conservative Hamburger Nach- 
richten. 

Private advices from Munich report 
the situation there as quiet. They 
say the populace outwardly is sup- 
porting Dr. von Kahr, while General 
von Lossow is completely in control 
of the Bavarian division. : 

Believing that the conflict betwen 
the Munich and Berlin government: 
will be adjudicated withoxt preeipi- 
tating serious internal revolutions. 
Chancellor Stresemann and his eab- 
inet today canvassed the Ruhr. the 
Rhineland and the Saxony. all three 
of which suggest far graver comnli- 
cations than the rupture with the 
Munich government. : 

Situation Gets Worse. 

In both Saxony and the Ruhf basin

TROOPS FORSAKE 
OATH TO BERLIN. 

Munich, October 22.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The hand of the 
Bavarian secessionists has been 
strengthened by the action of the 
seventh division of 1eichswehr troops 
which today abandoned allegiance to 
the reich and swore obedience to the 
Bavarian goveinment, of which “Dr. 
Yon Kehr is the dictator. It hus 
been hoped in Berlin that this divi- 
sion would remain faithful to the 
central government, but the troops 
readily took the oath binding them 
to obey their superiors and the 1}'a- 
varian government until an un7er- 
standing between Bavaria and the 
reichs has been reached. s 

General von Lossow, who is in 
command of the Bavarian reichswebr, 
notwithstanding the appointment to 
that post of General Barin von Kres- 
senstein by the central government, 
reviewed the Munich garrison today 
after they had formally “obligated” 
themselves to obey tlie Bavarian 
government in its capacity “as tem- 
porary custodian of the federal 
treeps.” 

General von Kressenstein has re- 
quested that‘ he te relieved of his 
new command because of the exist- 
ing conflict of military authority. 


Bavarian Trouble Political. 


Official quarters in Munich con- 
tirue their insistence that Bavaria 
is not contemplating sedession from 
the reich and declare that the pres- 
ent trouble is one of political differ- 
ences between Bavaria and the Berlin 
government, not the German repub- 
lie, In the course of a speech be- 
fore a public gathering today, Premier 
von Knilling said: 

“No matter what suspicions are 
raised against us, or how grossly we 
are maligned, Bavaria proposes for 
ali time to remain true to the Ger- 
man empire, despite her determina- 
tion to assert her sovereign rights as 
a state.” 

General von Lossow has sent a 
racio message from Nureinberg to the 
reichswehr in Berlin, Spandau, Han- 
ever and other centers, declaring that 
Bavaria does not intend to break 
faith with the reich.

Are Reenacted 
At McPherson

With bayonets fixed and rifle maga- 
zines loaded, steel hats strapped 
around their chins and “iron” rations 
in their haversacks, companies belong- 
ing to the Twentv-second United 
States infantry awaited the zero hour 


of attack in the neighborhood of Fort 
McPherson Monday morning. 

Guns thundered and roared a heavy 
rumble, causing a barrage wall of
